Milford L. Brown of the Mercers 
Gap community was accidently killed 
by a mule in Brownwood Saturday, 
when his left brest was crushed in 
above his l^ art and a severe w’ound 
was inflicted on his forehead. 
According to E. H. Rauhut 
who 
w’as standing within a few feet 
of 
him at the time of the accident he 
and Mr. BrowTi left Comanche early 
Saturday morning for Brownwood to 
buy some mules. 
About 11:30 o’clock they were in 
the Brownw'oocl Horse and Mule bam 
w'here a mule sale was being 
held 
by Charlie Evans; a large number of 
people were seated in the gallery anti 
standing on the ground. Brown and 
Rauhut stopped within the 
hall 
a 
few feet apart, facing a pen in which 
there was a big mule, one of the men 
turaetl hi.s head to the left and the 
other to the right in an 
effort 
to 
locate Sam Ross whom they believed 
I to be in the crowd. A few’ .«econds 
I later Rauhut heard a crash, and turn 
jing saw Brow’n lying on the floor, 
'struggling in the dust and the mule 
liisappearing down the hall in a run, 
having eviiiently leaped 
over 
the 
fence from the pen into the 
hall, 
.striking Brown’s head with one knee 
and crushing his breast with 
the 
hoof of his other foot. 
Rauhut 
upon 
reaching 
Brown 
found him unconscious, but with the 
aid of a numV>er of men and a bucket 
of ice water succeeded in temporar­ 
ily reriving him: he was immediat­ 
ely taker, to a hospital and givi n aid 
and remained conscious for about 2 
hours after the accident w’hich hap­ 
pened at 11:30, although on account 
of the severe pain he was unable to 
talk but little an<l was only able to 
give a nod of recognition to mem­ 
bers of his family who arrived two 
hours before his death which occur­ 
red at 4 ;30. 
His body was taken to the fam­ 
ily residence Saturday night and in­ 
terment was made Sunday afternoon 
in the Mercers Gap 
cemeterv.
